A short time ago Hie New York Tri­ 
bune published a letter in regard to the 
rapid destruction of the pine forests of 
the Northwest, and some facts were giv­ 
en to show that the magnificent forests 
of onlyla'few years ago will shortly benotli- 
iug but barren land. During the past 
winter more logs were cut in Michigan, 
Wisconsin, and Minnesota than in any 
one year for a long time, and the pro­ 
duct sui far as can be ascertained, will not 
be 
far 
from six 
aud

quarter 
billion 
feet of 
lumina*. 
Tin* 
tigging during tin* summer will add 
over a billion feet to this enormous 
amount 
Last summer special agents were scut 
out from the census bureau to make a 
survey of the pineries of the Northwest. 
Tile work has been completed, aud it is 
ascertained that the whole quantity of 
pine timlier standing in tin* three States 
named, is not far from SI billion feet. It

The National Republican to-day, which 
is owned by Brady, contains the follow­ 
ing mysterious editorial paragraph: 
“ Would tho President have advised 
that the star route contractors lie asked 
for money during the Presidential cam­ 
paign ?” 
It is believed that this paragraph was 
inspired by Brady’, as people unaqHabit­ 
ed with the circumstances would not 
know what it meant, and it has attracted 
much attention among the President’s 
friends to-day.

time, a phlegmatic dis|K>sition. 
The 
men are characterized by a self-posses­ 
sion w hich elsewhere is generally only

Feminine 
graces are rare among the w’omen and 
girls, but they are loving wives and 
mothers, devoted in their care of the 
sick, and there has often been mani­ 
fested a heroic side to their character.

that the animal has not eaten well. and 
can scarcely move from the stall. The 
lameness may be chiefly’ in one limb, or 
in more than one. 
Dr. Cress}’, in his 
recent lecture before the Connecticut 
Board of Agriculture, said that any case 
of founder can be cured if taken within 
thirty hours of the attack. 
The first thing to do is to place the 
horse’s feet in tubs of warm water, 
then blanket heavily, and get the ani­ 
mal thoroughly w*arm all over. The 
lameness is caused by a stagnation of 
tho blood in the feet, caused by being 
cooled too rapidly after exhausting la­ 
bor. 
The w’arm “water thins the blood, 
extends and softens the blood vessels, 
and favors increased circulation. 
In 
very* bad eases, bleeding in the foot 
may be necessary, though ordinarily it 
may be dispensed with. 
Knowing the cause of founder, it will 
be seen that it is much easier to pre­ 
vent than to euro this disease after it 
becomes established. 
In tho first place 
avoid very severe driving and over ex­ 
haustion, but if abuse of this kind is 
unavoidable, see to it that the horse 
who has risked his life in the service of 
his master is not neglected at tho end 
of his journey. Drive into a wanii 
shed or barn, free from cold draughts, 
and rub vigorously till the animal is 
dried off. 
Give warm water to drink, 
and cover with w’arm blankets. In 
•ort, treat the horse just as you would 
treat yourself under like circumstances.

u J Kin the supposition that hand work is 
all they are expected to furnish.

class of workmen make progress only 
at a snail s pace. 
Every workman, to hold a position 
among his fellows, and deserve the title 
of workman in the fullest sense, must 
be acquainted w ith approved methods ; 
in his work, must understand both the , 
detail of the wrork on which he is en- 
gaged and the design of wJiich it may j 
be a part. 
The old system, w hich re- j 
lied much on haphazard method and 
rule-of-thumb, has now gone by, and 
men are demanded who understand the 
rules, or rather the science of, as well 
as the skill which insures excellence in 
their craft. 
There is a too common prejudice 
among American youth against learning 
a trade. 
They prefer a more genteel 
occupation, which holds out greater 


USEFUL AND SUGGESTIVE. 


—Soaking calico just previous to the 
first washing in a strong solution of 
either salt or alum is excellent to pre­ 
serve the color. 
—Combe says, in preserving beef, the 
ribs w’ill keep longest—live or six days 
in summer—the middle of the loin next, 
the rump next, the round next, and, 
the shortest of all, the brisket, which 
will not keep more than three days in 
hot weather. 
—Farmer's Pudding.—One cup of 
Indian meal; one-half cup of flour, one- 
half cup of su^ar, moisten with a little 
milk. 
Boil three pints of milk; pour 
slowly on the meal and stir until quite 
thick; add one-half cup of molasses and 
a little salt. 
Bake iii an earthen disli 
two hours. 
—Chocolate.—Put into a coffee-pot 
set in boiling water, one quart of new 
milk (or a pint each of cream and milk); 
stir into it three heaping tablespoonfuls 
of grated chocolate mixed to a paste 
with cold milk; let boil tw*o or three 
minutes and serve at once. 
If not 
wanted so rich use half water aud half 
milk. 
—Pure Beef-tca Without Water.— 
Fill a quart self-sealing glass can with 
beef cut into very sm:ul pieces, close it, 
and place the jar in a kettle of w arm 
w ater. 
Let the water come to a boil 
gradually, so that the jar may not break, 
and let it remain on the range about 
three hours; then strain it off and you 
will have a large cup of pure juice of 
the beef. 
Then put in a little salt and 
cayenne pepper. 
—Snow Pudding.—Soak one-half a 
paper of gelatine in just enough water 
to cover it; add one pint of boiling 
water, two cups of sugar, and juice of a 
lemon; strain it after it is thoroughly 
cooled, so it commences to thicken; add 
the beaten whites of three eggs; beat 
all together until creamy, then turn in­ 
to a mold. 
The same is made with a 
pint of milk and yelks of the eggs, sugar 
to taste, and flavor; this makes a thick 
custard. 
—Ashes operate with greater or less 
efficacy on different soils and in differ­ 
ent seasons, and any precise quantity 
cannot therefore bo prescribed, the 
amount usually applied being made to 
vary with the supply—say from ten to 
fifty bushels per acre. 
A limited and 
given quantity w'ould probably produce 
greater results if widely and thinly 
spread, than if concentrated w ithin a 
narrow’ space, leaving the rest of the 
land without it. 
—How to Remove Warts from Cat­ 
tie.—Small ones may be removed with 
scissors; large ones, having a narrow’ 
base, may be strangled by means of a 
strong, w*axcd thread, such as shoe­ 
makers or saddlers use. 
It should be 
tied tightly around their base, and if 
the warts do not drop off iu the course 
of a week, anotlier ligature may be ap­ 
plied. 
Whichever process of removal 
is resorted to, the remaining wound 
should be touched daily with some 
tincture of iron. 
As the operation is 
painful to tho animal, only a portion 
of the warts should be attended to at a 
time.—Live Stock Journal.
